Senate Passes Rural 
Aid Appropriation 


(Dallas News Special) 
Austin, Texas, August IO 
'Til© Senate today passed finally 
the rural school aul bill by Senator Floyd, appropriating $1,UU0,- 
o(H) per annum for the next two years, and the pink boll worm bill 
by Senator Darwin, providing for the creation of a pink boll worm 
commission of I ive men to control this pest, makes compensation 
to farmers prohibited from growing cotton and otherwise take 
steps to eradicate the worm from the state. As passed, the rural 
school bill carries some amendments. The first one to be adopt­ 
ed was offered by Senator McMillin ami provides that “none of 
the money appropriated by this act shall be alloted to any inde­ 
pendent or common school district in which property belonging 
to the state of Texas is located, unless that district is entitled to 
receive same under the provisions of tills aet, and further provid­ 
ing (hat none of the money appropriated shall be expended for 
the purpose of disseminating by any means, information Intend-1 
id to influence voters in any election whatsoever.” 
P R E S C R I B E S MAXIMUM T E A C H E R S ’ SALARIES 
I he second amendment adopted, offered by Senator Suiter, 
provided that no teacher in any school to which this aid is grant­ 
ed shall receive modo than (lie following amounts: 
$100 per 
month for a teacher bolding a second-class certificate, $125 for 
u teacher holding a lirst-elass certificate, and $150 a month for 
a teacher holding a pennant'ut certificate 
a third amendment

The fourth amendment to Im tacked to the bill was 
presented by Senator Fairchild. It provides that any common or 
independent school district having no special tax, but partially 
supported by donation from person, persons or corporation shall, 
nevertheless, bt* entitled to its share or the state aid granted un­ 
der the aet.

Riga, Aug. IO.—Soviet Russia has 
released six American prisoners who 
have arrived at Narva, Esthonia. The 
fact that only this number of Amer­ 
icans was sent out of the country was 
said here today to threaten a long de­ 
lay in and perhaps the abandonment 
of negotiations for American famine 
relief in Russia. 
W alter Brown, European 
director 
of American relief under the adminis­ 
tration of Herbert Hoover’s organi­ 
zation through which it has 
been 
planned chiefly to administer the pro­ 
posed relief, arrived at Riga. While 
the six Americans set free and sent 
out of Russia through Esthonia were 
en route to Reval it is understood that 
Brown will insist that every bonafied 
American in Russia, whether in or 
out of prison, be given an opportunity 
to leave the country before negotia­ 
tions begin. Preliminary negotiation* 
between Brown and M. Litinoff, Rus-* 
sian envoy, were opened today. Not­ 
withstanding the earlier indications 
that the two men will not meet th? 
American representative asked Litvi- 
noff what the soviet government’s in­ 
tentions were regarding the freeing 
of other Americans.

SLOW PROGRESS POINTS 
TO ANOTHER SESSION 


With End Only a Week Ahead Solons Fear 
Agreement Can N ot Be Reached in Tim e to 
Pass Educational Bills—Several Members Mop 
Off Steam Roller and Abandon Eight. 


(Dallas News Special) 
Austin, Texas, August IO.—Not so much progress was macle 
with the appropriation measures in the legislature Wednesday 
and the eternal question now is will the session agree on the 
money bills before final adjournment one week from today. 
If 
it does not a second session is expected to be called immediate­ 
ly. 
Atany are apprehensive that agreements acceptable to both 
hbuses may not be worked out by the conference committee to 
consider the educational appropriation bill, while others are mere­ 
ly hopeful. 
Before adjournment the House had arrived at the 
last of the major appropriation bills, that for the maintenance 
of the state departments for the ensuing two years. The people’s 
‘ club has an array of amendments cutting salaries, reducing many 
bulk items covering operation and also to abolish numerous po­ 
sitions. These amendments are to be offered as each depart­ 
ment or section of the bill is reached and by tomorrow the fight 
•vip be on in earnest- 
AMENDMENTS OFFERED ARE NUMEROUS 
It is no secret that the caucus amendments are more numer­ 
ous and more severe than most people were led to believe. The 
number of positions sought to be abolished in many of the de­ 
partments creates consternation in state house circles, as does 
the lopping off of some of the appropriations for maintenance 
and general expenses. 
The retrenchers have caused fear and 
alarm to invade the old granite capitol where many will lose their 
jobs if the amendments are adopted. 
The Senate finished with 
the department bill, but did not make anything like the cuts pro­ 
posed by the House caucus. 
The conference committee to con­ 
sider this bill also promises to be second in importance to that 
holding the destiny of the educational measure. There is only a 
slight difference between the two houses on the eleemosynary 
bill and the judiciary appropriations have already been made. 
Members of the People’s Club will not instruct the House con­ 
ferees on the educational appropriation bill. While a vote to that 
effect has not been taken, leading club members said that in­ 
formal conferences today resulted in that understanding, at least, 
for the present. That attitude gives the House contingent full 
discretion in treating with the Senate five and makes possible and 
probable an amendment, as wrell as materially

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COUNTY AGENT AND 
FARMERS DISCUSS 
PRESENT PROBLEMS 


He is not an alarm ist who gives 
w arning of a real danger. F or one to 
say th a t our present economic condi­ 
tions are purely m ental he m ust pose 
as a diagnostician in whom commerce 
and agriculture, as yet, have but lit­ 
tle confidence. Business is depressed 
and farm ing is all but paralysed, but 
the thoughtful business man is not 
planning to quit business; to do so, 
under present conditions, would mean 
bankruptcy, but he is studying his 
business in the dim light of present 
conditions to the end th a t he m ay tide 
it over and make a safe 
landing. 
W hat about the farm er?0 Is he plan­ 
ning safe retrenchm ents during the 
passing storm ? W hat else can he do? 
C ounty A gent C. L. Beason in con­ 
ference Saturday afternoon w ith a 
num ber of leading farm ers of Brazos 
county several m atters came up iui 
consideration, am ong them comm un­ 
ity projects in which the county agent 
could render the m ost service to the 
people. W'tiile fall plowing, terracing, 
d rainage, w inter cover crops for pas­ 
turage all come in for due considera­ 
tion, it developed th a t the state of 
mind of the farm er is more or less 
unsettled. W. E. G raham of Wellborn 
sta te d th at it 
was 
his opinion the 
farm er did not know w hat to do, and 
therefore, was not planning anything 
fo r the 
fujnre. Charlie 
M erka of 
SnAetana comm unity said he believed 
the fa n n e r ought to give con sidt-ra- 
tion to the m atter of soil conserva­ 
tion and soil building, the neglect of 
which, it was pointed out, would soon 
drive farm ers of this county to the 
brink of ruin. 
As unsatisfactory as present farm ­
